U.S. ‘Powerless’ 
To Head Off 
Water Pollution

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
federal 
government 
is 
pow­ 
erless to head off water pollu­ 
tion and must wait until there 
has been damage before acting, 
Congress was told today. 
In testimony prepared for the 
House Public Works Committee 
today Comptroller General E l­ 
mer B. Staats said there should 
be a 
law permitting federal 
treatment standards for munic­ 
ipalities and industries “before 
pollution becomes a problem.” 
Under present law, Staats ex­ 
plained, 
the 
Environmental 
Protection 
Agency 
can 
act 
“only after w ater pollution is 
already a problem .” 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, 
which Staats 
heads, 
is 
making its own study of pollu­ 
tion law's under orders of Con­ 
gress. 
The 
com m ittee’s 
oversight 
and 
investigations 
subcom­ 
mittee is launching a sweeping 
study of environmental pollu­ 
tion. 
“EPA enforcement action un­ 
der the procedure introduced in 
the 
Federal 
Water 
Pollution 
Control Act of 1956 has general­ 
ly 
been 
slow 
and 
cumber­ 
som e,” Sta ats sa id. 
The procedure calls for the 
federal government to schedule 
a conference to identify pollu­ 
ters, hold a hearing for a spe­ 
cific polluter if he decides not 
to follow conference recommen­ 
dations, and finally go to court 
if the first two proceedings fail 
to halt the problem. 
“A minimum of 58 weeks is 
required by law between the 
time the EPA decides to call a 
conference and the date EPA 
can refer the case to the attor­ 
ney for court action,” he said. 
The 180-day notice required 
by the 1965 Water Quality Act 
before court action can be in­ 
itiated, 
.gives 
a 
'polluter 
six 
months to voluntarily abate pol­ 
lution, Staats said. 
Such notices, he said, “ have 
beqn issued to a number of pol­ 
luters who have failed for long 
periods of time to abate their 
pollution 
in 
accordance 
with 
federal and state implementa­ 
tion schedules. 
“Under such circum stances it 
appears to us to be unreason­ 
able to give polluters an addi­ 
tional six months to take, or 
agree to take, 
long overdue 
abatement action,” he added. 
Instead of em phasizing w ater 
quality, Staats said, a means of 
setting standards for discharges 
into waterways would be a more 
effective way of curbing pollu­ 
tion.

600 Airmen In Race Brawl

At least 100 m ilitary person­ 
nel were detained by military 
police, the spokesman said. 


The brawling men were dis­ 
persed by 11 p.m. after 300 mil­ 
itary security police, plus 78

verged on them in a “ large 
show of force.” The spokesman 
said no shots were fired and no 
tear gas used. 
The dead fireman was identi­

RURAL ZONING 
Why should farmers be in favor of 
zoning? 
Farmers should be in favor of zoning 
for the protection it offers them. If zon­ 
ing laws are administered properly, zon­ 
ing can protect farmers from those who 
would move in and try to hamper farm­ 
ing operations. 
Zoning would hot allow haphazard de­ 
velopments all over the county and would 
provide a buffer zone between the farmer 
and new neighbors who might object to 
livestock waste odors, noise, dust, etc. 
Zoning can provide the farmer with 
some protection against an increase in 
the tax burden. 
For example, we rely heavily on real 
estate taxes for the financial support of 
local government in Indiana. With un­ 
controlled development, farmers are 
likely to get hit with higher taxes. People 
living in these new developments seldom 
pay as much of the tax load as does the 
farmer. 
Right now the major growth areas lie 
in rural counties. Zoning can help regu­ 
late this growth so the greatest econo­ 
mies can be realized. 
. We have the opportunity to look ahead 
hnd take some precautions in rural areas 
that we did not take in the cities. Hope­ 
fully we can stave off some of the prob­ 
lems we face in our major cities today. 
I What restrictions can be placed on ag­ 
riculture under Indiana zoning laws? 
* It is possible to place restrictions on 
agriculture, but this decision is made at 
.the local level. In many counties the only 
requirement is a minimum setback on 
farm buildings. 
! These decisions must be made in each 
jeounty because it is hard to see how one 
zoning law would fit every county in the 
ktate. That is why farmers need to get 
¡involved and help write zoning ordi­ 
nances. 
,* Does a farmer have the right to do as 
he wishes with his own property? 
A man should have the right to do as 
¡he pleases — as long as it is not harmful 
¡to his neighbors. If a person is so far re­ 
moved from society that what he does 
¡has no effect on anyone else, then you 
ican justify the position that he is free 
¡to do as he pleases. This kind of person 
Üs extremely hard to find though. 
* The question each farmer must ask 
¡himself is this: Am I willing to accept a 
¡few restrictions to gain the protection 
¡needed to carry on a normal farm opera- 
¡tion? Or do I want to risk the chance 
■that I may eventually be completely en- 
¡gulfed and forced to 'move or drastically 
¡alter my farming operation? 
* History shows that man has voluntar­ 
ily submitted to restrictions or laws for 
¡the benefit of society as a whole. We have 
¡followed the principle of allowing free­ 
dom to the individual as long as his acts 
do not take away the freedom of another 
¡individual. This principle can certainly 
¡be applied to zoning laws as well.

The Legion has strong ties 
with Indiana, site of its national 
headquarters almost since the 
inception. Accepting a new buil­ 
ding in 1950, built at a cost to 
Hoosier taxpayers of $3.5 mil­ 
lion, Legion officials vowed In­ 
diana would forever remain the 
national headquarters of the or­ 
ganization. 
What is the true situation? I 
feel that I can speak with some 
authority on the subject. Bad 
was a 52-year continuous mem­ 
ber and as a child, I traveled 
the state taking part in Legion 
functions. My membership cov­ 
ers a span of 28 years. Both of 
us worked as paid staff mem­ 
bers of the organization, and 
later as volunteers. 
Veterans of World War I re­ 
turned from fighting the “war 
to end all wars” to find their 
country ill-prepared to receive 
them and beset by internal pro­ 
blems. The socialistic Interna­ 
tional Workers of the World 
(Wobblies), had made vast in­ 
roads on the domestic scene. 
They fired shots into a patriotic 
parade of veterans slaughtering 
innocent victims.

Returning 
veterans 
were 
greeted with signs calling them 
“suckers” for having served. 
Jobs wrere scarce and many 
were reduced to selling apples 
on the street corners to earn a 
livelihood. No hopsital facilities 
were available to care for the 
disabled. 
Two veterans’ organizations 
were on the scene, both inviting 
the returning soldiers to join 
and become new blood. The 
Spanish War Veterans, United, 
and the Grand Army of the Rep­ 
ublic had become semi-social or­ 
ganizations. The young veterans 
felt they had nothing in common 
with the old soldiers, and the 
existing organizations did not 
“relate” to their problems. A 
new organization was formed an 
grew into a 'position of promin­ 
ence unequaled in history. 
Members worked with a cru­ 
sader’s zeal” toward a common 
goal. The entire Veterans Ad­ 
ministration stands as a monu­ 
ment to their work. Membership 
increased, hitting a peak during 
a hard fought “federal bonus” 
fight, and tapered off after the 
bonus was paid. The Legion set­ 
tled down to programs designed 
to instill patriotism in fellow 
countrymen. They earned re­ 
spect for their leadership parti­ 
cularly in programs for the 
youth. 
A $5 million Child Welfare En­ 
dowment fund was raised for 
aid to children, and later in­ 
creased to $7 million. Legion 
Posts became the largest spon­ 
sors of Boy Scout Troops in the 
World. In 1921, joined by the 
National Education Association, 
the Legion started American Ed­ 
ucation Week. In 1925, a Junior 
Baseball program was launched 
which was the fore-runner of 
most youth athletic programs. 
In 1935. the Legion embarked 
on the highly successful Boy’s 
State program, later joined by 
the Auxiliary in sponsorship of 
Girls State. 
Every year in Indiana, some 
700 boys and a similar number 
of girls are selected to take part 
in a practical lesson in govern­ 
ment. They spend a full week, 
setting up and operating a myth­ 
ical state. Many successful poli­ 
ticians of today like L. Keith 
Bulen received their first taste 
of politics at such states. In 
1938. the Legion launched a na­ 
tional oratory contest, awarding 
scholarships for the winners 
speaking on the U.S. Constitu­ 
tion. 
The organization then appear­ 
ed to hit a “dry spell” on ideas. 
Talk to any member, and these 
programs are the ones that will 
be called major accomplish­ 
ments. All were started prior to 
World War II, and no new 
program has hit widespread con­ 
tinuing acceptance since that 
time. 
Along came World War II. It 
was just 25 short years between 
major wars. Sons of Legion 
members marched off to war, 
and Legionnaires were deter­ 
mined they would not face the 
same problems. 
The Legion drafted, and sin- 
glehandedly led the fight for 
adoption of the all encompasing 
“G.I. Bill of Rights.” Education­ 
al and unemployment rights, 
business and home loans, and 
all benefits were lumped into 
one bill. Other national vetreans 
organizations opposed the bill at 
the outset, but later joined the 
“band-wagon” as the bill near­ 
ed passage. Returning veterans 
were handed their rights on a 
“silverplatter.” They had no 
common cause for a crusade. 
Life had changed.

The enemy opened up with a 
20-round mortar barrage about 
3 a.m., then followed up with a 
ground attack firing rocket gre* 
nades.

Richard 
Gardner, said 13 North Viet­ 
namese were killed and one 
was captured.

According to intelligence re­ 
ports, a North Vietnamese regi­ 
ment has been trying to re-es­ 
tablish a base camp in the 
woods, which already are in­ 
fested with enemy booby traps 
and mines. Riding heavy-duty 
bulldozers, U.S. Army Engi­ 
neers have levelled nearly 10,- 
000 acres since April 1 to depr­ 
ive the enemy of hideouts and 
storage depots, The American 
cavalry squadron and South 
Vietnamese militiamen are pro­ 
viding security, \and military 
sources say 171 North Vietnam­ 
ese and Viet Cong have been 
killed. At least 11 Americans 
have died and more than 100 
have been wounded.

British To 
Try 
Level Training

LONDON (AP) — If athletes 
used to low altitudes perform 
poorly at high elevations, it fig­ 
ures those trained at a high 
level will do better at lower 
heights, right? 
That’s what Great Britain 
thinks, anyway. So the British 
Olympic Association is trying 
to raise $36,000 to send 140 ath­ 
letes to St. Moritz for three 
weeks’ training in the Swiss 
Alps for the 1972 Olympic 
Games in Munich. 
A number of other nations— 
Russia, East Germany, Italy, 


Belgium and The Netherlands— 
have the same idea. 
But some British track and 
field officials oppose the plan, 
as do a pair of Britain's mara­ 
thon medalist hopes, Ron Hill 
and Don Faircloth. 
The plan is designed to avert 
a repeat of the 1968 Mexico 
City Olympic Games where 
performances were generally 
below-par in the 7,800-foot-high 
city. 
The athletes—swimmers, bo­ 
xers, wrestlers and others as 
well as runners—would train 
about 6,000 feet above sea level, 
then head for the games about 
a week later in 1,700-foot-high 
Munich.

tion as those of other countries. 
But Sandy 
Duncan,

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Effort Failing 
To Keep Value 
Of Dollar Up

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government’s effort to keep the 
dollar’s 
value 
from sinking 
overseas so far has cost Ameri­ 
can taxpayers at least $10 mil­ 
lion. 
But the program is barely 
making a dent in the problem, 
a glut of unwanted U.S. curren­ 
cy overseas. 
The 
Treasury 
announced 
Monday it is borrowing $500 
million from overseas branches 
of American banks in an effort 
to soak up some of the unwant­ 
ed dollars. 
The government will pay an 
interest rate of 6.75 per cent for 
notes maturing Sept. 1. 
The department also said it 
borrowed $2.1 billion of three- 
month Treasury notes from 
United States sources at an av­ 
erage annual interest rate of 
4.478 per cent. 
The cost carried by the U.S. 
citizen comes from the added 
interest. 
On the one foreign issue al­ 
one, the Treasury is paying $2.8 
million more in interest to bor­ 


row overseas than in the United 
States. 
A few months earlier, just be­ 
fore the dollar crisis broke, the 
Treasury borrowed $1.5 billion 
from foreign branches of U.S. 
banks. The same disparity in 
interest rates existed, with a 
cost to taxpayers of about $8 
million in additional interest 
costs. 
On top of this. Treasury 
sources say, special securities 
have been issued overseas to 
sop up more dollars. 
But the problem is too mas­ 
sive to cure in this manner. 
Officials estimate that a glut 
of about $50 billion in U.S. cur­ 
rency in Europe triggered the 
international monetary crisis. 
The dollar eroded in value 
when Germany stripped its cur­ 
rency free from its fixed ex­ 
change rate with the dollar and 
other countries revalued their 
currencies. 
U.S. officials say a tidal wave 
of dollars flowed overseas late 
last year and early this year, 
when short term interest rates 
in the United States fell sharply 
below those prevailing in Eu­ 
rope.

Q —I am thoroughly confused 
by all the terms being used 
these days about housing. Such 
words as mobile, expandable 
mobile and modular always 
make me stop and think, but I 
never can seem to straighten 
out in my mind which means 
what.

A —By a coincidence, your 
letter arrived in the same mail 
with a communication from the 
Mobile Homes Manufacturers 
Association giving the industry 
definitions, of the various terms. 
Here they are: 
Mobile home—A transporta­ 
tion structure built on a chassis 
and designed for use as a dwell­ 
ing with or without a permanent 
foundation when connected to 
the required facilities. 
Double-wide mobile home— 
Consists of two sections com­ 
bined horizontally at the site 
while still retaining the indivi­ 
dual chassis for possible future 
movement.

29 Officers At Ft. Bragg Sign 
Newspaper Ad Opposing War 
FT. BRAGG, NO. (AP) — 
One of 29 officers who signed a 
newspaper advertisement op­ 
posing the Vietnam war says 
he and some other signers are 
considering taking up a mili­ 
tary offer to resign. 
Maj. Stuart Freyer. an Army 
doctor at Ft, Bragg, said each 
man was questioned by his unit 
commander and was given the 
opportunity to resign. “We're 
considering it,” Freyer said. 
The 29 officers who ran their 
names with the quarter-page 
advertisement in the Fayette­ 
ville Observer at nearby Fa­ 
yetteville included 28 Army of­ 
ficers and one Air Force offi­ 
cer. Freyer said 13 of the 29 
are doctors. Three are majors, 
14 captains and the rest lieuten­ 
ants. 
A Ft. Bragg public informa­ 
tion spokesman, Maj. Jimmie 
Wilson, said Lt. Gen. John Hay, 
commander of Ft. Bragg, was 
responsible for the officers 
being questioned. 
Wilson said the interviewers 
told them that if they felt so 
strongly about the war they 
could resign. He said no action 
of any kind would be taken 
against the officers. 
Freyer said the ad ran on 
May 15, and that on May 21 the 
unit commanding officers of the 
29 men called each man in. 
“We were given the opportun­ 
ity to resign,’’ Freyer said. “As 
I understand it, it would be un­ 
der honorable conditions.’’ He 
said he was unsure if the Army 
would then consider his mili­ 
tary obligation complete. 
Freyer. like two others con­ 
tacted. was reluctant to talk 
about the ad. All three said 
they have not been pressured to 
resign and that they are not 
being harassed by the Army. 
Maj. Jack I. Stein, a 30-year- 
old doctor from Brooklyn, N.Y., 
who has been in the Army one 
year, said he did not plan to 
resign. 
Further, he said the Army of­ 
ficer who interviewed him was 
“quite understanding.”

Some Hoosier Prisoners May Get 
Chance To Attend Outside School 


By MARGARET GENTRY 
Associated Press Writer 
INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - The 
college campus, the vocational 
school and the 
w o rk -training 
programs of industrial plants 
may soon open their doors to 
selected prisoners in Indiana 
penal institutions. 
The 1971 legislature author­ 
ized the State Correction De­ 
partment to proceed with a 
study-release program freeing 
some 
inmates 
for 
daytime 
classes outside the institution 
walls. 
The inmates would return to 
the institution or to minimum 
security centers at nigM. 
C o r r e c t i o n Commission­ 
er Robert P. Heyne said In an 
interview he believes the pro­ 
gram, now in the planning 
state, can fulfill those 
lost 
dreams that sometimes so frus­ 
trate a man he turns to crime. 
"A lot of people probably are 
in trouble, in institutions, or un­ 
happy in their role outside of 
institutions because they havi 
not achieved 
something that 
was to them important, some­ 
thing they would have really 
liked to have done,” he said. 
"This causes frustrations.” 
The first pilot program will 
begin with a battery of tests for 
selected inmates. The tests will 
seek “to determine is there 
something in this individual’s 
life that would give him satis­ 
faction, and a feeling of ac­ 
complishment,’’ he said. 
Making it possible for the in­ 
mates to achieve their goals 
could “relieve them of these 
anxieties and frustrations and 
cause them to get away from 
their criminal activities and 
move in a new direction.” 
Heyne said Ball State Univer­ 
sity officials have expressed In­ 
terest in conducting the tests, 
particularly for inmates at the 
nearby Indiana State Reforma­ 
tory at Pendleton. 
About 25 inmates probably 
will be chosen for the first proj­ 
ect, he added, with participation 
expected to grow if the pilot 
program proves successful. 
Heyne said the inmates would 
be permitted to attend college 
classes, take courses at voca­ 
tional schools or Join work-train­ 
ing 
programs 
at 
industrial 
plants, depending cm their in­ 
terests and abilities. 
The correction department in 
the next few months will try to 
line up support from school, 
college and industry officiala. 
“Within reason, we will be 
able to channel inmates into 


whatever they want to be,” he 
predicted. 
Heyne recalled 
an 
inmate 
clerk who once worked for him 
at the reformatory. 
“In the jargon of the institu­ 
tion, he was a jailhouse lawyer. 
But he really loved law,” he 
said. “He would just spend 
hours going through law books. 
He was also a journeyman elec­ 
trician. He could make a good 
living as an electrician, but he 
told me he would be much hap­ 
pier if he could get a job pay­ 
ing half as much money in a 
lawyer’» office.” 
“If he could have done this,” 
Heyne said, “I don’t think he 
would have ever been in trouble 
again. But he was in trouble 
quite a bit.” 
The department will seek at 
least partial funding for the 
project from the federal Law 
Enforcement Assistance Admin­ 
istration. The cost has not been 
determined. 
Heyne described the way he 
envisions the financial proce­ 
dure: 
“Here’s a kid who has a keen 
mind and a real Interest in be­ 
coming an electrical engineer. 
With LEAA funds, we would ad­ 
vance him money to pursue this 
course with the understanding 
he would then reimburse this 
fund at a certain rate after he 
finished his training .. . and got 
out working.” 
“But we wouldn’t want to 
make the paying back so rigid 
he’d have to go and forge a 
check to make his payments,” 
he quipped. 
“Some people think thus is an 
idealistic thing and something 
that would never work. But I 
don’t know that it would not and 
I’d like to give it a try,” he 
said. 
The payback feature was 
added because Heyne said he 
believes the inmates would val­ 
ue their training more if they 
contributed to its cost. 
Other states have similar pro­ 
grams, Heyne said, but he 
knows of no other with the 
pay back requirement. 
The program is patterned aft­ 
er a work-release program, in 
operation in Indiana for about 
three years. The project per­ 
mits inmates due for parole to 
take jobs outside the institution.
